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MITIGATION OF THE RUSSO-POLISH 
CONSCRIPTION. 


We have been obliged with the opportunity of extracting the 
following gratifying particulars, from letters addressed to London 
by the elders of the Wilna Congregation. 

“That congregation had just received despatches from 
Amstislow, dated 6th of Kislev, (17th Nov.,) informing them that 
on Wednesday, the 13th of that month, a courier had arrived 
from His Excellency the Minister Wrioutrnik Diel, announcing 
the speedy approach of that functionary with good tidings for 
the afflicted Jews of that place. Then followed another estafette 
summoning the Jews together, in order to give the Minister a 
reception. He himself arrived on the 14th, and read to the 
assembled congregation an Imperial decree, the substance of 
which was as follows :— 

|. The decree ordering the levy of one in every ten Israel- 
ites, is recalled. 

2. The thirty-six men already taken in pursuance thereof, 
are to be returned to their families. 

His Excellency said, that he was charged with despatches to 
the Governor General of the Province of Wittepsk, containing 
other gracious concessions. 

The Elders of Wilna convey this intelligence to the Anglo- 
Jewish authorities, in return for the communication made to 
them of the proceedings taken by the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews, on the occasion of the Emperor's visit to this country ; they 
express the most lively gratitude for the sympathy so exhibited on 
their behalf, and state A oie they lave good reasons to believe that 
this important mitigation of the rigour of the Russo-Polish 
Conscription, may be considered the fruit of that fraternal

Mr. Grace had been able to confirm the above welcome 
intelligence. The Governor had preceded him by a few days, 
and restored order. The re-establishment of the British flag 
was hailed with satisfaction by many, who had not been con- 
tent to remain, without the assurance so given that tranquillity 
was to be depended upon. Mr. G. writes :— 

‘The Sultan is proceeding slowly, but surely, in arresting 
those of the authorities of the town and provinces, who either 
had a hand in the plunder, or did not attempt to stop the 
ravages at the time of the bombardment, and in punishing the 
tribes who, by that conduct and plunder of their brethren, 
placed themselves without the pale of Islamism. 

“The native Jew merchants had not yet returned from 
Morocco (City), but were daily expected ; the market was well 
attended, and most of the Moorish inhabitants had come back.” 


The accounts in our last number were dated October, fully 
one month earlier, It is understood to have been the indirect 
character of the reports hitherto received, the uncertainty as to 
whether Mogador was yet re-inhabited, and the difficulty of 
obtaining favorable opportunities of freight, which prevented 
an earlier transmission of the aid collected here. A large 
quantity of rice, and clothing materials for both sexes, have 
been prepared for sending out. 


DR. ADLER, CHIEF RABBI. 


We have much pleasure in presenting our readers with the 
following account of our newly elected Rabbi, compiled from 
an authenticated source. 

Dr. Adler was born in Hanover, on the 17th of December, 
A. M. 9963, (c. #&. 1802,) his father, the Rev. Rabbi Marcus 
Beer Adler, of Frankfort, being then Chief Rabbi of Hanover. 
This distinguished Rabbi, himself the descendant from cele- 
brated theologians, superintended the Biblical and Talmudical 
studies of his son, and had him prepared tor the university by 
other competent preceptors. After giving some evidence of 
his attainments by the delivery of a discourse in the German 
language, he entered the University of Wurtzburg; a city then 
equally eminent for the reputation of its professors as for the 
qualities of the highly respected ministering Rabbi of its Jewish 
congregation. 

Here Dr. A. proesostes his studies for rather more than two 
years; and with great success, as testified by the usual cer- 
tificates. After having been ordained by the Rev. Abm. Bing, 
the Chief Rabbi of Wurtzburg, just alluded to, he visited the 
University of Erlangen, and wrote there a treatise ‘“‘ On the 
Supreme Being;” he then underwent the usual examination

birth, Dr. A. is next door to being an Englishman already. 
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by the professors of the philosophical faculty, and received 
thereupon the diploma of Doctor. cab 

Upon returning to his native city, Dr. Adler was invited to 
become Chief Rabbi of the Grand Duchy of Oldenburg; and 
pcnomey to entering upon those functions, he was married in 
Frankfort, in the winter of 1829, to Miss Henrietta Worms,* 
his present estimable lady, by whom he has a | family 
of 2 sons and 3 daughters. While in Frankfort, and with a 
view to secure the advantages of its citizenship, Dr. A, sub- 
mitted to another formal examination of his theological attain- 
ments, receiving a very handsome testimonial thereupon. In 
the May following, he formally assumed his rabbinical office 
at Oldenburg. Here, he not only enjoyed the respect and 
esteem of his flock, but obtained similar marks of the con- 
sideration in which he was held by the Ducal authorities, His 
sermons, some of which have been published in the local 
periodicals, were popular also with the professors of other 

creeds. He had not long held the post at Oldenburgh, when 
he was invited to assume that of Cassel, in Niederhessen ; but 
he preferred that of Hanover, which the death of his lamented 
father had vacated. . 

He has discharged the high functions of the Hanoverian Rabbi- 
nate for a period of fourteen years; with what success may be 
gleaned from the very handsome testimony which has been borne 
thereto by all classes of the community. The Hanoverian 
synagogues number about one hundred; hence the Jewish 
population in that kingdom, which has been stated at 5000 
only, must certainly be under-estimated. The results of Dr. 
Adler's spiritual labours include the introduction of regularly 
delivered. sermons, the establishment of an effective choir, and 
other modes of rendering the public service more impressive. 
His activity in the organization of public schools is declared to 
have been signally successful ; and as the accredited organ and 
representative of the Hanoverian Jews, he has become person- 
ally known and respected by that government, in such a manner 
as to enlist its sympathies for his advancement. The Duke of 
Cambridge, (ex-Viceroy of Hanover,) is understood to have 
been especially interested for the result of our recent election ; 
and although such matters have no concern within the pale of 
the synagogue, it is valuable testimony which is thus colla- 
terally borne by that Prince, (whose kind hearted feelings 
towards our national institutions render him a worthy suc- 
cessor to the lamented Duke of Sussex,) to the dignity and con- 
sideration with which the English synagogue will be hencefor- 
ward represented externally.t Altogether, our Chief Rabbi 
appears to belong to that class emphatically called practical 
men; and such is just the man to deal with the difficulties of his 
new office. 

The circumstance that our Chief Rabbi is a };73—a lineal 
descendant of Aaron and of the order of the priesthood, will be 
regarded by many who have manifested an interest in this 
election, as one of its most interesting features. The holy scrip-

We resume our comments upon the election :— 

It would be inextusable folly to conclude, that because this 
one important step has been taken, therefore everything has 
been achieved; that, in placing one having experience and 
judgment at the helm of our spiritual affairs, those who were 
instrumental in so placing him have accomplished all their duty, 
and may repose upon their laurels! It is, doubtless, with him, 
and through him, that great things must, and with Heaven’s 
blessing, will be accomplished—but not by his agency alone. 
His vocation is that of the architect: the plan should be of his 
design ; the carrying out of it, his superintendence ;—but in 
order that there may be indeed a structure, the materials must 
be ready to his hand.

Let us then consider what is the state in which these ma- 
terials are now existing. It cannot wisely be overlooked, tha 
some degree of excitement has- prevailed.in our communities 
for years past; and that there still exist morbid feelings on 
various important questions, producing vyacillation in our 
views, and distraction in our counsels; so that in few concly. 
sions do thinking men agree so unreservedly, as that this state 
of things cannot be suffered to continue without serioys 
injury to the highest interests of the community. Many of oy, 
communal wants are urgent to the last degree, and yet are they 
wofully underrated by the mass most affected thereby ; hence 
it is manifest, that the difficulties thus presented will require 
time, much precious time, for the preparation of the public 
mind, even to contemplate a a aad still more to accept 
favorably, the needful remedies. We say accept favorably, 
because it is our opinion, that, of all great measures, in a com. 
monwealth so peculiar as our own, that only is salutary which 
is compatible with fraternal peace and simultaneous action ; 
that only is well timed which is adequately prepared and con. 
siderately administered. This may appear cold and tedious 
policy to those ardent minds employed, perhaps for many years, 
in the contemplation of some particular symptom of that un- 
healthy condition in which several of our national institutions 
must be admitted to be. How is it withthe human frame, labour. 
ing under chronic disease, and suffering still more perhaps from 
being tampered with by conflicting pretenders to the art of 
healing? Let some practitioner of real eminence be called 
in:—what is he urged to do, what is he not urged to do by 
each in turn, the advocate of some one or other pathy founded 
on a diagnosis of preconceptions! Will not the position of 
our new Rabbi be too similar to what has just been sketched ? 
Let us then, all resolve beforehand, to present our several 
theories with moderation and forbearance ; let there be time 
to trace the seat and extent of the disease from actual ubserva- 
tion, not from coloured reports; and above all, let there be 
submission to the regimen prescribed, if the end, which is the 
desired of all, is not to be frustrated by that selfish vanity, 
which dreads the repute of error far more than its conse- 
quences. 

We have little doubt, that there are many whose co-opera- 
tion will be needful to the amelioration and improvement of 
our national affairs, who may not be patient enough for the 
delay which seems almost inevitable in the circumstances. It 
must not be overlooked, that our Chief Rabbi is called from 
a country where the communal affairs of Jewish congregations, 
as well as the administration of them, bear but little resem- 
blance to our own; that his notions and views are at present 
modelled upon foreign types, that his whole intellectual lite 
is yet, as it were, rooted in another soil; that, however well 
acquainted with our English literature, he is. probably still a 
stranger to our common parlance, our every day customs and 
habits. Our readers will therefore understand how it is, that 
while the hearty, the entire, and sustained corapernsie of the 


whole community is; indispensably necessary for the attain- 


ment of the desired effect; it is equally indispensable that 
whatever is attempted should not be in crude haste, but rather 
as the result of mature deliberation, based upon that accurate 
knowledge of the community, best to be derived from personal 
experience alone. | 
t would perhaps be superogatory, if not unbecoming in us, 

to offer advice to a gentleman of the sagacity and large expe- 
rience of our Chief Rabbi. Doubtless, we shall see in Dr. Adler, 
a prudent general, declining to hazard the safety of his charge, 
until he have well explored the field of operations, and tested 
the qualities of his forces; and, on the side of his constl- 
tuents, we expect to witness the moral strength which is de- 
rived from a consciousness of the uses of discipline, sacrificing 
nothing to that impetuosity which, looking only to their ow?, 
and not also to the hostile ranks, but too frequently precip! 
tates an army, together with its more prudent leader, into one

neutral, or better still, common ground left, whereon all parties 
would readily and cheerfully yield a hearty co-operation, if 
invited to it by their spiritual leader. This will appear from 
the following remarks. 

The duties of a Chief Rabbi, whatever their denomination, 
may be ranged under one of the three following classes. They 
refer either tothe liturgy, torites and ceremonies, orto education. 
Under existing circumstances, and in the present manner of 
thinking prevailing in the community, the discharge of the 
duties in the first two classes present the greatest difficulties. 
Any attempt towards an alteration, however seasonable, might 
too readilv excite angry feelings, and fan a flame which is not 
extinct,although not recently fed,and whichrequires but little to 
blaze up with renewed fury from its latent embers. Such a 
fresh outbreak would destroy at once, and for a long period, 
all hopes for harmony and cordial co-operation between the 
various parties, whose concurrence can alone secure the result 
for the obtainment of which a Chief Rabbi has been elected. 
A premature attempt might destroy, for years, all prospects of 
a peaceable introduction of any salutary alteration, when the 
ablic shall have been better prepared for its reception. Such 
an attempt might, by disuniting parties, still more certainly 
prevent co-operation, where it were else possible, and thus 
by defeating its own purpose, the attempt would be literally 
suicidal, 

Let us not be misunderstood. In speaking of the difficulties 
with which any liturgical alteration is beset at present, we do 
not mean indiscriminately to advocate the existing order of 
things. None can be more impressed than ourselves with the 
necessity for improvements, as our columns for more than three 
years will testify. But these views are in advance of the bulk 
of the community, they are entertained by the minority, the mass 
is still in. arrear;—and yet it is even more for those who are 
still behind, that a spiritual guide is needful, than for those who 
are in advance, even as it is more the sick than the healthy 
who stand in need of medical assistance. We are not called 
upon to decide whether, under such circumstances, it would 
be wise to risk the alienation of the minds of the mass by a 
rash step; whether it would be wise to incur the risk of a 
positive evil by the hastening of a doubtful good; what we 
are now contending for is, that ample time ought to be per- 
mitted to the spiritual head of our united congregations, to 
examine the state of things himself, so as to be enabled to 
devise and to apply the fitting remedies, and also to watch their 
slow and gradual effect. It would certainly require less time 
to drive the mass off the elevation on which the Rabbi himself 
stands, than to raise them to his own level. 

Unpalatable as these cautious views must appear to many, 
yet might even they find consolation in the certainty that wisdom 
and zeal may be able much more quickly to remove obstacles, 
than would appear possible at first sight, may discover, 
or even make a path, where all has seemed rugged and 
impervious. Where so many things are to be done, which 
cannot be done all at once, what signifies where the beginning 
's made, provided that it be made? And if by far the wider 
‘cope of operations be that on which all parties may cordially 
meet, and act in unison for the work of improvement, is It not 
mise to avoid the disputed ground constituted by the demand 
orimmediate liturgical alterations,—alterations which, wherever 
heedful, must follow as a matter of course, when the mass shall 

we been rightly educated, and duly prepared to recognize 
the suitableness of them 2. 

he neutral ground is principally formed by the third class 
uties above mentioned; for the ritual and ceremonial class, 
although in some respects not requiring public or congregational 
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employed for breaking up the soil for the needful culture, there 
prevails but little difference of opinion. The opportunity does 
not now serve to enter into the particulars of these wants and 
the means for their supply; we reserve these details for some 
future number; however, we may shortly state the heads of 
what we consider ought to be included in a comprehensive 
national scheme of sdusation: In the first place, a college 
for the training of an efficient ministry. Secondly, the esta- 
blishment of a Jewish public seminary of a higher character than 
those now extant; or, if that be not practicable, a provision 
for religious instruction, in connexion with some existing 
institution. Thirdly, the projection of a general plan for all 
public educational establishments now in existence. Fourthly, 
the publication of suitable school books. Fifthly, the provision 
of means for the continuance of that religious instruction of 
which those who leave school stand in need, either in the 
way of recapitulation, or in the filling up of those deficiencies 
which the school may have left. 

Before we conclude, we will at once and without further 
delay, offer a few remarks, concerning the relation in which we 
think an Anglo-Jewish journal shoald stand towards our spiri- 
tual leader. 

Anxious as we have been for the reconstitution of an efficient 
spiritual guidance, and in the confident hope that that advantage 
has been attained; convinced as we are that the salutary 
effects of an efficient guidance must soon manifest themselves, 
our readers will believe us when we assure them, that it is our 
sincere wish to co-operate to the extent of our humble powers, 
for the attainment of those hallowed objects for which the appoint- 
ment has been made. Conscious as we are of the delicate position 
in which our Chief Rabbi must find himself, (at least in the be- 
ginning of his career); of the difficulties with which he will 
have to grapple; it is, as we hope, with that pardonable feeling 
of satisfaction attending the belief to have discharged a duty, 
that we review the scope and tendency of all our past endea- 
vours, and find them, from the very first, directed to a paving of 
the way for his mission, a preparing of the materials upon which 
he is to work. Happy, therefore, shall we deem ourselves, 
should our humble journal in any way become instrumental in the 
achievement of the great objects to be accomplished. But, 
though we will willingly become a useful instrument in an 
experienced and skilful hand; we by no means, while the 
responsibility remains with us, desire to become a blind tool. 
If not convinced, we shall be respectful but firm in avowing it: 
we hope never to neglect the deference due to superior learn- 
ing, wisdom and station; but not, by a sacrifice of honest con- 
victions, to compromise the dignity of a free unfettered 
press, guided by a sense of sacred duties. In submitting to 
every legitimate influence of duly appointed authorities, the 
press must rather imitate the use which civilized men make 
of their freedom, than that which savages make of it. The 
former, by exerting their freedom in circumscribing and de- 
fining, secure to themselves the enjoyment of its reality ; whilst 
the latter, in neglecting this salutary precaution, possess only 


the shadow, not the substance. .

Do ye hear, O Israel, the words of your Maker, and dare 
to disobey? Do ye understand His behest, and dare ye to 
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stand apart ; He wisheth all of you to be one in His hand, and 
ye prefer to be twain! Alas, alas, that the bitter, the destruc- 
tive consequences of discord and strife, manifest for thousands 
of years before the eyes of all Israel, consequences still power- 
fully felt, should not yet have disposed Israel to acknowledge 
the truth of the id ers words :—that ‘‘ ¢o obey (the word 
of God), is better than sacrifice ; to attend (to His word), than 
the fut of rams ;” that refractoriness is a sin even like idolatry. 
Lift up thine eyes O Israelite, and say, what dost thou see? 
Dost thou find that, looking to the common rock from which 
the descendants of the peace loving Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob 
are hewn, they love one another like brethren; that in the 
spirit of brotherhood they censure one another's faults, correct 
abuses, bear with weaknesses, and compound differences? Dost 
thou find, that in their mutual relations, they act upon the 
motto of the Psalmist :—‘* Behold, how goodly and how beau- 
tiful is it that brethren dwell together?’ Or dost thou see 
strife and discord instead? Hast thou not the picture of He- 
brews quarrelling before thine eyes, when, even like Moses of old, 
thou goest out among thy brethren? Alas, that Israel in our 
age, like Israel of old, should still deserve the epithet of *‘ stiff- 
neckedness,” should still be represented a disunited, quarrelling, 
and squabbling nation, in the teeth of the Divine injunction :— 
5 And they shall not any more be two nations, but one shep- 
herd shall be unto all of them.” Is it not in derision of the 
thrilling exhortations of our sages to unity, that claim is still 
laid to the appellation ofa believing, submissive, obedient nation ? 
If they believe, it is not according to the spirit; if they submit, 
it is to their own views and not to those of the Almighty; if they 
obey, itis to the dictates of a foolish heart, and not to the 
behests of Supreme wisdom. won 
“Q that they were wise, that they would understand, that 
they would have regard to their end ;” O that instead of listen- 
ing to the suggestions of pride, of vanity, or other petty motives, 
the wise Israelite would say in his heart—‘‘ As a member of 
Israel I have a calling upon earth which I, in an isolated posi- 
tion, cannot realize. t need the co-operation of the whole 
community. My energies, capabilities and powers, require the 
widest possible field which my nation can afford ; and on the 
other hand, no artificial barriers ought to place me without 
the reach of the greatest attainable share of national influence. 
yD 5x; (Separate not from the community,) said 
our sages of old. Divisions and subdivisions among other 
nations, have no such mischievous consequences as among us. 
‘* Other nations number their many saiflione, possess immense 
means, command the resources of state and churce’. ; and though 
they be divided into fractions, yet each is still sufficiently 
numerous, powerful and influential, to repel aggressions, and to 
maintain its own independence. But it is quite different with 
us. We are few in number, scattered all over the globe, 
we possess scanty means, little influence, and cannot command 
political or ecclesiastical resources. All our resources lie in 
our unity; our unity, therefore, must form our strength. If 
we divide ourselves, it will be clear, that not only can we not 
fulfil our national destination, nor accomplish any great object, 
but, humanly speaking, we shall further that worst design of our 
enemies—our national dissolution! United, Israel indeed re- 
sembles the bundle of staves which no power could break; 
disjoined, we resemble the same bundle taken singly, for the 
breaking of which the strength ofa child proved sufficient. Judah 
and Israel were strong under David and Solomon; because united. 
But when, actuated by pride and selfishness, and swayed by the 
intrigues of conspiracy, a portion of Israel exclaimed, ‘ We have 
no part in David, and no inheritance in the house of Jesse; 
unto thy tents O Israel, look thou unto thy own house O 
David,’ then camediscord among us; distraction in our counsels, 
vacillation in our measures, inevitable weakness in their execu- 
tion, and at last—destruction. Had Judah and Israel remained 
united in the same firmness of purpose, and by the same bond of 
vernment, that conflict of opposing views and clashin 
interests which characterized the two parties, would never have 
been called into life. United, they would have formed a body 
commanding respect, and influential enough to avert, if not 
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refractory ? He wisheth that ye be joined fraternally, and ye | 


werful enough to repel, invasions. Disjoined, ben 
srael was the first to fall; and then the same fate befe] j 
Judah.” 

Thus would the wise Israelite speak in his heart, exertin 
himself to bring about that union, upon which alone Israe}’s 
welfare can safely be reared.

arise in Israel? Is the race of the disciples of Aaron «th: 
loved and pursued peace” quite extinct? Will Israel neyo, 
be one? God forbid, that any one should despair in the cays, 
of God!

Well then, brethren, let us devoutly, let us unceasingly pray.

harmony promised in this Haftorah. Let us like men and 
brethren, strive to imitate the noble example set to us by 
Joseph, as related in the section of this week. Let eve him, 
who thinks himself slighted or offended, let him be the first.

MISCELLANEOUS INTELLIGENCE. 


The Sephardim Congregation, (Bevis Marks.)—The Reflec- 
tions on the Haftorah, in this number of the Voice of Jucob, 
suggest many considerations pertinent to the position which this 
synagogue is held to assume towards the rest of the Anglo- 
Jewish community.

The feeling with which we 
do this, cannot fail to be understood, and, as we hope, appre- 
ciated by those more immediately concerned. We offer them — 
the opportunity of proving, that the true fraternal spirit does 
really lie beneath the surface of those lingering prejudices, 
which are certainly not all on the one side ; and we do this, 
the confidence that what are called difficulties, will turn out to 
be rather apparent than real, when subjected to a dispassionate 
examination, undertaken in a proper Jewish spirit. We should 
be loth to think, that the leaders of the Sephardim community 
would like to appear indifferent to the good opinion of the 
body of their religious brethren, or to that of the bulk of 
those friends of Israel whose attention is now-a-days fixed on 
our national movements — sometimes, indeed, by the direct 
agency of Sephardim functionaries.

We have 
just received his second list of these errata; to which he ap- 
pends a note, declaring, that he has discovered no less than 40 
new English-bound Ilebrew and Dutch Bibles in the hands 
of one single pawnbroker at Amsterdam; and also, that a few 
more are lying on the old iron stalls, there being no Jewish 
purchasers even at sixpence each.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Disturbed. state of Jerusalem.—A letter in the Times ot 
Saturday last, contains some melancholy intelligence from a 


recent traveller in the Holy Land, which, we are sorry to say, 


is confirmed by letters received in town from some of the 
Jewish inhabitants of Jerusalem. It appears, that there had 
been suspicion of peculation by one of the local governors, and 
that means were topted by the Porte to supersede, or at least 
to supervise him. According to the correspondent of the Times, 
he has managed to get the parties who had been invested with 
these powers, murdered by a predatory chief located between 
Jaffa and Jerusalem. The followers and allies of this chief, 
emboldened by the encouragement afforded (as it would appear, © 
by way of requital of their service,) have been for some time 
making midnight incursions upon Jerusalem ; nota single night 
passing without robbery and sometimes murder being perpe- 
trated. The Pacha of Jerusalem, although a superior com- 
mandant of the district, is unable to afford security with the 
handful of soldiers at his command, and though there are 
plenty at Jaffa, they are refused to him when sent for. The 
Times correspondent accuses the French consul of affording 
protection to the dishonest Governor, and thus obstructing the 
retributive measures which might restore peace and security 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem.—The foregoing details are de- 
rived from the Times; we are sorry to add, by way of confirma- 
tion, that an aged Karaite Jew in Jerusalem, the only one 
resident there, has had his head literally severed from his body 
by these lawless ruffians, and that Rabbi Abraham Shalomo 
Solomon, the go director of the restored synagogue of 
Rabbi Yehudah Hachasid, has been so severely beaten as to be 
confined to his bed for two months. —

The local papers are full of regrets at the loss 
sustained, and of eulogies upon his consummate skill, his 
universal philanthropy, and other estimable qualities; but they 
omit to record what would not have been forgotten in opposite 
circumstances,—that he was a Jew. 


Launceston, V. D, Land.—Three of the local papers re- 
ceived at our office, contain particulars of a very panes sub- 
scription got up for the erection of a Synagogue at Launceston, 
to which men of all creeds are cheerfully and voluntarily 
contributing. The amount advertised up to the 6th of July 
last, was nearly £700, including £25 each from Messrs. Moses 
Son and Davis, and Messrs. H. E. and M. Moses, of London. 
The Editor of each of the journals before us, devotes a leading 
article in advocacy of the appeal, and in acknowledgment of 
the claim upon every sincere Christian, for the maintenance of 
the ancient worship of Israel. 

The Chronicle recalls the refusal of Sir John Franklin, the 
ex-Governor, to concede public land, either for a synagogue or 
a Jews’ burial ground, and his implied intention to oppose 
the prayer of the petition sent to the home government through 
Sir M. Montefiore. Lord Stanley appears to have been unable 
to contravene the provisions of the colonial act, which had 
formed Sir John Franklin's difficulty, and which does not 
sanction such grants except to a vat numbering 200 adults 
in the towns, or 80 adults in the interior. The resident Jews 
assembled on the receipt of Sir M. Montefiore’s letter to that 
effect, Mr. B.. Francis presiding, when a vote of thanks was 
paved to Sir Moses, for his exertions in behalf of his distant 

rethren in Tasmania, and the subscription was opened which 
is above alluded to. As Sir John Gipps has granted land for 
a cemetery to the Jews of Melbourne, the hope is still enter- 
tained, that Sir Eardiey Wilmot will be induced to make a 
similar concession at Launceston.—A local pores of the 28th 
June, mentions as an interesting fact, that Mr. Moses, of Ho- 
bart Town, had been over there, and successfully performed 
the initiatory rite of the Abrahamic covenant on several Jewish 
males, including two, aged respectively, 104 and 21 years.

Provided with testimonials as to his moral 
conduct by the chief spiritual guide of Prague (the celebrated 
Rappaport), from the principal of the school (Professor Win. 
ternintz), and the religious instructor (Dr. Wessely), he became 
once more a fugitive. What follows would fill another romance; 
but as I am anxious to avoid detail, it is enough to state that he at 
last reached Frankfort-a-M., and experienced there the bene- 
volence of an eminently pious member of an illustrious family, 
so distinguished for its charity all over the world. Assisted by 
this gentleman, he has at last reached a country, where, secure 
from being hunted by the police, he hopes to find an asylum. 
A few lines, of which he was the bearer, from an esteemed 
friend at Prague, brought him under my notice.
